DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 12-16,18-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the cited prior arts describe the subject matter of the independent claims, 
specifically, "wherein during a call handoff switch the cellular network assigns the 
wireless a second IP address, the wireless device communicates signaling information 
and IP connectivity information to the access point, the access point communicates the 
signaling information and the IP connectivity information to the server/call handoff 
circuitry, the IP connectivity information including the second IP address, and the server 
causes a communication link using the second IP address over the cellular network." 

The closest reference that has been found relates to Shin et al., which disclose 
roaming method between the WLAN and a cellular network that includes a first step 
wherein an access point managing means of the WLAN recognizes allocation of an IP 
address to a specific mobile terminal notifies information on a current access state of the 
mobile terminal to a packet data serving node of the cellular network located in a current 
service area of the mobile terminal, a second step wherein the packet data serving node 
which the mobile terminal newly accesses requests address renewal to replace an address 
of the access point managing means by its address, allocates an IP address to the mobile 
terminal according to the renewal results, and notifies it to the access point managing 
means, and a third step wherein the access point managing means which receives the 
notification message from the packet data serving node transmits data obtained during the 
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roaming due to the movement to the packet data serving node, whereby the roaming is 
performed from the WLAN to the cellular network (see paragraph 10). 

However, Shin fails to disclose the subject matter as disclosed in the independent 
claims of the present application. 

Therefore, in view of applicants' arguments and amendment, and after a thorough 
search and further examination, claims 12-16, 18-27 are found to be allowable.
